Studying first at the National 
Academy of Design, in New York, and then 
under Gerome in Paris, George de Forest Brush, 
who was born in Shelbyville, Tenn., in September, 
1855, began his career as a painter of Indian 
subjects, but of recent years has produced almost 
exclusively pictures, such as this, of motherhood. 
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
